1. (Amended) A component for use in manufacturing articles, such as printed 
circuit boards, comprising: a laminate constructed of a sheet of copper foil that, in a finished 
printed circuit board, constitutes a functional element and a sheet of carbon steel having a thin 
layer of [an inert] chromium metal thereon, said sheet of carbon steel constituting a discardable 
element, one surface of the copper sheet and the surface of [the inert] said chromium metal layer 
on the carbon steel sheet being essentially uncontaminated and engageable with each other at
